Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  this  District 
during  1963° 

About  one  half  of  the  total  family  accommodation  in  the  District 
has  been  erected  in  the  post-war  period  -  a  major  contribution  to  the 
health  of  the  community,  particularly  the  young  and  the  old  members. 

As  might  be  expected,  in  view  of  the  large  number  of  new  dwellings 
completed  each  year,  the  influx  of  young  married  couples  and  earlier 
marriages,  the  population  has  increased  to  35*630  from  22,140  in  1948° 

The  birth  rate  was  high.  Live  births  numbered  773  (741  in  1962). 
With  the  increases  in  the  population  the  total  deaths  have  also  risen  to 
356  (from  226  in  1948),  and  of  these  deaths  fifty  per  cent  occurred  in 
persons  over  seventy -five  years  of  age  Diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood 
vessels  -  degenerative  conditions  -  caused  fifty- three  per  cent  of  all  deaths. 

Two  seventy-four  year  old  pedal  cyclists  died  in  motor  vehicle 
accidents.  Accidents  in  the  home  caused  three  deaths.  One  case  was  a 
girl  of  eight  years  whose  clothing  caught  alight  at  a  gas  fire.  The 
other  two  cases  were  aged  ninety-two  and  ninety-three  years  respectively 
and  in  both  instances  death  was  due  to  accidental  domestic  coal  gas 
poisoning. 

This  year  saw  the  usual  biennial  rise  in  the  incidence  of  measles: 

855  cases  were  notified  ( 1 67  in  the  previous  year).  The  incidence  of 
other  notifiable  diseases  was  comparatively  low. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  diphtheria  since  1944°  This  happy 
state  of  affairs  should  not  be  taken  for  granted  for  a  few  cases  do 
appear  from  time  to  time  in  other  parts  of  the  country.  So  it  remains 
necessary  for  children  to  be  immunized  in  infancy  and  to  have  booster 
doses  at  five  and  eleven  years  of  age  Fortunately  most  parents  accept 
the  immunization  as  a  routine  precaution. 

Immunization  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus,  polio¬ 
myelitis  and  smallpox  is  carried  out  by  family  doctors  and  at  Local 
Health  Authority  clinics.  The  poliomyelitis  vaccine  is  administered 
orally.  BCG-  vaccination  of  thirteen  year  old  pupils  is  carried  out  in 
the  schools. 

There  were  only  eight  confirmed  cases  of  food  poisoning  and  three 
of  dysentery  but  it  is  likely  that  in  many  mild  instances  medical  advice 
is  not  sought.  Further  details  are  given  on  pages  14  and  15« 
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Nowadays  people  in  ever  increasing  numbers  take  their  holidays 
abroad.  Instances  have  occurred  elsewhere  of  returning  travellers  who 
have  contracted  typhoid  or  paratyphoid  abroad  so  it  is  desirable  that 
those  who  intend  to  travel  should  seek  the  advice  of  their  doctors  at 
least  six  weeks  beforehand  on  the  need  for  immunisation.. 

Statistics  and  reports  of  other  relevant  matters,  including  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector's  Report,  are  submitted  in  the  following  pages. 
Various  rates  have  been  calculated  in  detail  in  the  Summary  but  undue 
emphasis  should  not  be  placed  on  them  wvere  they  are  based  on  small 
number So 

I  wish  to  record  that  the  interest  displayed  by  the  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  in  matters  relating  to  health  has  always  been  a 
source  of  encouragement  to  myself  and  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department o

Certificates  of  Vac  c ination : 

During  the  year  348  International  Certificates  of  Vaccination  we::a  brought 
to  this  office  and  the  signature  of  the  doctor  authenticated* 

Dwelling  Accommodation : 

The  number  of  dwellings  in  the  District  in  1963  was  11,191.  In  addition 
approximately  330  caravans  were  in  use. 

Three  hundred  and  eighty-eight  new  houses  were  erected  during  the  year* 
Further  housing  statistics  may  be  found  in  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector's 
report  on  pages  20  and  21 

Water  Supplies : 

(a)  Public  Water  Mains 

. 

The  following  Water  Companies  supply  the  District: 

io  Metropolitan  Water  Board* 

ii*  South  West  Suburban  Water  Company* 

iii*  Woking  and  District  V/ater  Company* 

The  whole  of  the  District  with  the  exception  of  some  caravans  and  other 
homes,  which  depend  on  shallow  wells,  is  thus  supplied.  Y/ater  for  about  460 
caravans  and  other  temporary  types  of  dwelling  is  provided  from  stand-pipes* 
Mains  supplies  are  taken  direct  to  other  dwellings* 

The  raw  supply  is  taken  from  the  Thames*  Subsequent  treatment  by  the 
water  companies  consists  of  sedimentation,  filtration  and  chlorination. 

Chemical  and  bacteriological  sampling  of  the  water  at  various  stages  during 
treatment  ensu.res  that  the  final  product  is  of  a  high  standard  of  organic 
quality  and  bacteriological  purity*  The  supply  is  adequate  in  quantity,  hard 
in  character  and  free  from  metals* 

(b)  Shallow  Wells 

The  shallow  wells  already  mentioned  provide  for  forty  caravans  and  other 
homes*  Bacteriological  tests  were  carried  out  on  twenty-two  samples  from 
eight  wells  known  to  be  sources  of  drinking  water*  The  coliform  count  report 
indicated  that  four  samples  were  at  the  time  unsuitable  for  drinking  purposes 
and  that  four  samples  were  regarded  as  "suspicious".  Users  have  been  advised 
that  the  water  should  be  boiled  before  drinking* 

Refuse : 

Processing  of  refuse  is  carried  out  at  the  Charlton  Destructor  Plant 
operated  by  the  Twickenham  Borough  Council  under  the  Staines,  Sunbury,  and 
Twickenham  Joint  Scheme  and  the  final  product  is  deposited  at  a  nearby  gravel 
pit  by  the  lagooning  method*  Steps  are  taken  at  every  stage  to  minimize 
nuisance  * 


Sewerage : 

The  greater  part  of  the  District  is  sewered  in  connection  with  the  West 
Middlesex  Main  Drainage  Scheme*  Approximately  160  cesspools  remain  in  use* 
Most  caravans  and  some  riverside  dwellings  are  provided  with  chemical  closets. 
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The  Surveyor  has  kindly  provided  the  following  information 

nThe  number  of  cesspools  still  being  emptied  in  this  District 
is  85:  there  are  approximately  520  free  emptyings  and  130 
paid  emptyings  yearly:  the  charge  for  emptying  of  cesspools 
is  £3°  10c  Od  per  load,,  plus  £2*  10  Od  for  each  additional 
load  at  the  same  empyting:  the  emptier  is  also  used  by  the 

Highways  Department  on  many  occasions  during  the  year  to

Food  Poisoning : 

There  were  a  total  of  eight  cases  comprising  three  separate  incidents 
notified* 

In  one  of  these  incidents  ~  a  family  outbreak  -  five  persons  were 
affected*  The  causative  organism  and  vehicle  of  infection  were  not 
identified* 
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Another  incident  involved  two  members  of  a  Pakistani  family  -  a  mother 
and  child  -  who  had  arrived  in  this  country  about  a  week  previously. 

Salmonella  senftenburg  was  the  infecting  organism*  It  was  concluded  that  the 
infection  had  been  contracted  outside  this  country*  Both  cases  moved  to 
another  district  before  the  infection  had  been  eliminated  from  the  stools. 

In  the  third  incident  a  child  had  been  infected  with  salmonella  typhi- 
murium  whilst  on  holiday  in  this  country*  Made  up  meat  was  the  suspected 
vehicle  of  infection  but,  in  the  circumstances,  it  was  not  possible  to  obtain 
confirmation* 


Dysentery: 

Three  unrelated  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified*  The  organism  in  each 
case  was  found  to  be  shigella  sonnei*  Other  cases  of  suspected  dysentery 
were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department  but  bacteriological  tests

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  ^Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1963“ 

The  year  had  no  special  highlights  but  routine  public  health  work 
continued  steadily  to  maintain  and  improve  environmental  conditions  in 
the  district o  The  varied  extent  of  the  work  carried  out  may  be  gauged 
from  the  summary  of  inspections  shown  on  the  following  pages. 

During  the  year  an  area  containing  twenty  unfit  houses  was  declared 
a  Clearance  Area  and  subsequently  purchased  by  the  Council,  by  agreement 
with  the  owners,  for  future  housing  development. 

Thirteen  families  were  rehoused  from  houses  previously  declared 
unfit  and  it  is  hoped  that,  with  the  early  completion  of  the  Council's 
housing  scheme  at  Spelthorne  Grove,  very  few  unfit  properties  will  remain 
occupied  at  the  end  of  the  present  year. 

Particular  attention  has  again  been  paid  to  the  task  of  meat 
inspection  at  two  private  slaughterhouses  and  all  animals  were  examined 
by  your  inspectors  before  being  released  for  sale. 

The  rapidly  growing  practice  of  providing  casual  meals  in  licensed 
premises  has  been  noted  and  close  attention  has  recently  been  given  to 
facilities  available  for  the  hygienic  preparation  and  handling  of  food  in 
such  premises.  Improvements  have  been,  and  are  being,  achieved  in  this 
direction. 

I  thank  members  of  the  Council  and  Staff  for  their  willing 
co-operation  and  assistance  given  during  the  year.

HOUSING-  ACT  ,  1 961  * 

Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 

The  Council,  in  1962,  approved  standards  of  amenities  in  houses  let  in 
lodgings  or  occupied  by  more  than  one  family * 

A  notice  in  respect  of  a  large  house  sub-let  into  twelve  units  of  accom¬ 
modation  was  served  to  limit  the  number  of  persons  occupying  the  various  parts 
in  order  to  prevent  overcrowding,.  In  another  instance  a  statutory  notice  was 
served  requiring  additional  facilities  to  be  provided  in  a  house  containing 
fifteen  flats*  There  is,  at  present,  no  penalty  for  non-compliance  with  a 
notice  of  this  nature  and  the  Council  are  now  engaged  in  carrying  out  the 
necessary  work  in  default  of  the  owner*

Improvement  of  Houses 

The  numbers  of  discretionary  grants  -  27  (8  in  1962)  and  standard  grants 
-15  (14  in  1962)  showed  an  increase  in  1963=  Applications  are  considered  by 
the  finance  (Improvements  Grants)  Sub-Committee  and  reports  upon  the 
applications  are  made  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor * 

In  an  endeavour  to  achieve  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  houses  being 
improved  by  way  of  grant,  as  requested  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government,  340  letters  and  pamphlets  we re  sent  out  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council 
to  owners  of  properties  in  areas  where  it  was  considered  there  were  houses 
capable  of  improvement*  This  effort  to  encourage  improvements  did  not  attract 
a  single  application  for  grant  from  the  owners  concerned*

The  Council  is  responsible  for  the  annual  1_Lcensing  of  premises  at  which 
petroleum  (including  petroleum  mixtures)  is  stored*  Fifty-five  licences  were 
issued  during  the  year* 


Licences  are  subject  to  conditions  based  upon  the  Home  Office  Model  Code 
and  adopted  by  this  Council  in  1958*  Your  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  116 
visits  to  premises  where  petroleum  and  petroleum  mixtures  are  stored.  New 
installations  are  carefully  inspected  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  Council's 
adopted  standards. 


NOISE  ABATEMENT 

The  number  of  complaints  regarding  noise  again  increased.  Almost  all  com¬ 
plaints  concerned  noise  from  factories  affecting  nearby  residents  and  consider¬ 
able  time  and  patience  must  be  spent  in  the  investigation  of  this  kind  of 
complaint . 

Night  observations  were  often  essential  to  determine  the  extent  of  the 
nuisance . 

Informal  action  and  co-operation  by  the  factory  management  usually  produced 
improvement  but  it  was  necessary  for  the  Council  to  take  proceedings  in  the 
Magistrates  Court  under  the  Noise  Abatement  Act,  I960,  in  respect  of  a  factory 
working  twenty-four  hours  a  day  and  using  very  heavy  drop-presses  in  close  prox¬ 
imity  to  dwellinghouses.  The  firm  was  ordered  to  abate  the  nuisance  within  two 
months  but  at  the  end  of  this  period  the  Company  had  vacated  the  premises 

At  the  end  of  1963  another  factory  working  twenty-four  hours  a  day  was 
causing  disturbance  to  residents  and  the  Council  authorised  the  service  of  an 
Abatement  Notice. 

It  is  evident  that  more  consideration  must  be  given  (at  an  early  stage)  by 
factory  management,  architects  and  planners  in  respect  of  possible  noise 
nuisance  associated  with  factory  processes. 
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RODENT  AND  .PEST  CONTROL 


Rodent  Control; 

The  number  of  complaints  of  rats  and  mice  (283)  was  slightly  less  than  in 
1962  and  the  two  operatives  gave  good  service  to  eradicate  infestations  and  keep 
the  rodent  population  in  check. 

No  charge  is  made  for  the  service  to  domestic  premises  but  business  and 
industrial  premises  are  charged  for  work  undertaken. 

In  no  instance  was  there  any  evidence  •fcund  to  indicate  infestation  in 
drains  or  sewers  in  the  district.

Disinfection  and  Disinfestation : 

The  operatives  also  carry  out  general  duties  appertaining  to  the  Public 
Health  Department  such  as  disinfection  and  disinfestation  of  premises,,  clearing 
drains  and  the  destruction  of  wasp  nests.  Thirty-five  wasp  nests  were 
destroyed  during  the  year  and  where  applicable  a  charge  of  10s.  6d  was  made. 
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REFUSE  TIPS 


Eight  consents  were  given  by  the  Council  under  the  Middlesex  County 
Council  Acts  1944  and  1930  to  deposit  refuse  in  existing  or  exhausted  gravel 
pits.  The  consents  are  reviewed  annually  and  conditions  are  imposed  regard¬ 
ing  the  type  of  materials  permitted.  Filling  took  place  in  five  of  the  pits. 
Frequent  inspections  are  made  to  ensure  that  the  operations  are  carried  out  in

Food  Complaints: 

Twenty-two  complaints  were  received  from  residents  regarding  unsound  or 
suspicious  food.  This  was  double  the  number  received  in  1961  and  seven  more 
than  in  1962,  Greater  public  interest  is  to  be  welcomed  as  a  valuable  means 
of  improving  the  hygienic  conditions  under  which  food  is  prepared,  stored, 
handled  and  served  to  the  public. 

In  one  case  where  slight  mould  growth  was  found  in  a  meat  pasty  the 
producer  was  strongly  warned  after  the  matter  had  been  considered  by  the  Public 
Health  Committee,  Official  cautions w ere  also  given  in  connection  with  cases 
involving  a  piece  of  string  in  a  meat  pie  and  milk  bottles  containing  dirt. 

Informal  action  was  taken  in  the  remaining  cases  after  thorough 
investigation  but  in  no  instance  was  it  found  necessary  to  take  formal 
proceedings . 

It  is  hoped  that  the  public  will  continue  to  come  forward  and  complain 
whenever  it  is  felt  that  there  is  justification,  for  in  this  way  manufacturers 
and  tradesmen  are  kept  more  aware  of  their  important  responsibilities  in  the 
food  trade.

Ice  Cream  (Heat ^Treatment)  Regulations : 

Sixty- seven  premises  are  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream, 
There  are  no  manufacturers  of  ice  cream  in  the  district  and  most  traders  sell 
only  pre-packed  ice  cream  of  well  known  firms . 

Samples  of  ice  cream  are  periodically  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.

Two  private  slaughterhouses  continued  in  operation  and  it  was  again  pos¬ 
sible  to  carry  out  the  inspection  of  all  meat  prior  to  its  release  for  sale. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  (20,510)  was  less  than  in  1962. 

On  1st  October  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  19 63  came  into  operation. 
These  regulations  take  the  place  of  the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations  1924- 
1952,  and  lay  down  a  statutory  procedure  of  meat  inspection  to  strengthen 
previously  recommended  methods. 

The  regulations  also  require  that  all  meat  inspected,  and  found  to  be  fit 
for  human  consumption,  should  be  stamped  and  entitle  local  authorities  to 
charge  for  the  service  of  meat  inspection.  The  Council  decided  to  make  charge 
and  during  the  months  October  to  December  an  income  of  £195  was  received  from 
this  source. 

Mutual  arrangements  to  ensure  the  continuity  of  the  meat  inspection 
service  in  case  of  emergency  have  been  made  with  the  Staines  Council. 

The  Council  have  undertaken,  since  1954?  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  the  certification  of  pigs  in  connection  with 
the  G-overnment  Fatstock  Guarantee  Scheme.  In  March  1963  the  Ministry  were 
able  to  provide  staff  for  this  purpose  and  the  certification  duties  undertaken 
by  your  public  health  inspectors  ceased. 

Opportunities  were  given  to  a  small  number  of  student  public  health 
inspectors  to  obtain  practical  meat  inspection  during  the  year.  It  is 
extremely  difficult,  due  to  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  slaughterhouses  in 
and  around  London,  for  students  to  secure  this  part  of  their  trainirg  and  your 
public  health  inspectors  have  assisted  where  possible. 

Details  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  and  of  meat  condemned  are 
shown  in  the  table  on  page  26.
